On July 13, 1981 unidentified security agents, believed to be 
members of the Central Nacicnal de Infonsaciones (CN1 - Chilean Secret 
Police), raided the home of Maria Ulloa and her brother Jorge Ulloa in Tones. ; .V>s 

Maria Ulloa had boon active in various human rights committee* in TnaicO, includ- 
lng Che Cornice Props to too dm Exiliado* ( CoTO jct— far Cha Return of Exiles). Marla and 
Jorge Ulloa and three Dutch people who were storing with cheat, aa well «i Jum MUo. 
a MapucJie Indian, and Rigoberto Aguilera, a student, who had been visiting thpa that ■:■■■■ 
afternoon, wore all z % ken away #t different tipea during the day to a place called 
Conirlpo. There they wore held in a house until the following day when the Dutch 
Maria and Jorge Ulloa were released. The other two men remained in detention in CohiriW 
and there has been no news of them since then. The others returned to Tenuco but : 'fbusd^: 
•their house still guarded by the CNI. That evening Maria and Jorge Ulloa and the Outdl^ 1 
people were again taken away, blindfolded and handcuffed, by security agents, this 
to Pan gui pull i in the mountains where they were held in a schoolroom for two days a^ ^^ 
questioned. On July 16 the three Dutch people were taken back to Teswco and -after' 
several days in detention were allowed to leave the country. Iteria Ulloa is now reported 
to be in the ..women's prison in Temuco and Jorge Ulloa in the men's prison. It is 
known how long they were held in Panguipulli or whether they are still being ..hr*- * •• 
incommunicado. At the tine of their arrest, an intense military operation was being' 
carried out in the nountains near Valdivia In search of guerrilla hideouts. One such 
camp was reportedly fomd near Panguipulli, Jbrge and Maria Ulloa have reportedly be«o 
accused of supplying food to guerrillas. * 

Amnesty International is concerned that Juan Ailio and Rigoberto Aguilera aay be held 
in incommunicado detention and tortured. According to Transitory Provision 24 of thd 
new Chilean constitution, individuals may bo held for up to five days in incommunicado 
detention and in cases of terrorist activities with serious consequences up to 20 days. 
Torture usually takes place during this period, \ 

Although it is not yet known whether these people are prisoners of conscience, it is 
thought that they have been arrested for political reasons and because Maria Ulloa had 
been active in the defence of human rights. 

RECOMMENDED ACTION: Tclegrams/airmail letters requesting clarification of the where*-. . 

bouts and legal situation of Juan Ailio and Rigoberto Aguilera and urging that they be 
humanely treated while in detention. Please alro request clarification of tho legal . 
situation of Maria and Jorgo Ulloa.
